SOME OBSCURE FEATURES OF 


REVENUE LAW EXPLAINED. 


Stamps Are Required oa Man; Docu- 


ments Hitherto Exempt — You Can't 
Get Married Without Paying For 
the Privilege — Bills of Sa!e of Live 
Stock. 
The new revenue law IB still creat- 


ing a goo i deal ot misunderst audit «,-•, 
and even lawyers have been confused 
by some of its provisions. The deputy 
internal revenue colleacor of this city 
has received a circular whioh explains 
some of the mooted provisions of the 
law, 
and ie worthy o* attention by 


business men. The subjects espec- 
ially considered in the circular are the 
necessity of affixing stamps to letter? 
Of administration, bonds of all kinds, 
brokers' noted, certificates, checks and 
drafts, and orders for the pajmaiit of 
money, additional rulinga on express 
receipts, insurance policies, leases, 
powers of attorney, receipts, sales of 
stock, telegraphic messages and ware- 
house receipts. Letters testamentary 
or of guardianship, petitions for ap- 
pointment of adminiitratore, execc- 
'tors or guardians, and affidavits douot 
require stomps. 


Bonds 01 brewers, manufacturers 


of oleomargarine tobacco, or cigars 
are required to be stamped. 
If made 


out in duplicate each copy must be 
stamped, except those for use in the 
office ot the commissioner of internal 
revenue. 
Where a surety company is 


surety on these bonds the tax is one 
half of one cent on each dollar of 
premium in addition to the fifty cent 
band on the sax. 


A bond filed by order of 
court is 


exempt but bonds given by public 
officers require a stamp. 
A marriage 


bond requires a fifty-cent stamp. The 
certificate issued by the clerk of court 
require! no stamp, but the certificate 
issued by the minister requires a ten 
cent stamp. 
A certificate given by a

Chief ^Witness Against Dr«yfm Com- 


mits Suicide. 


London, Sept. 1.—Lieut. Col. Henry, 


one of the chief witnesses against Capt. 
Albert Dreyfus, killed himself Wed- 
nesday evening In the Mont Valerian 
fortress, near Paris. He had
